2. On review of the position, it has been decided that the 
requests for export of Mulberry Silk Waste including cleaned 


and degummed Silk Waste will be considered ‘On Merits’ 
subject to the condition that under the linking arrangements 
of the .supplies to the three Government Spun Silk Mills at 
Channaputna (Karnataka) Jaggi Road (ASSAM) and Bhagalpur 
(BIHAR), the licensed private Spun Silk Mills manufacturtng 
Spun Silk Yarn and the licenced 100 per cent Export 
Oriented Silk Processing Urtits producing Silk Tops, export 
wiU be allowed in the following ratio against quota to be 
allocated'to each of the Oovernraent/Private Spun Silk Mills/ 
100 per cent Export Oriented Silk Processing Units from time 
to time:— 

(i) 1:5 in respect of mulberry silk waste of superior 

quality (viz, filature basin and cottage basin) other 
than processed silk waste i,e, against the supply of 
five Kgs. of above silk waste to any of the spun silk 
mills/IGO per cent Export Oriented silk Processing 
Units the supplier will be entitled to export one kg. 
of silk waste of the same quality. 

(ii) 1:3 ih respect of mulberry charka silk waste other 
than the processed silk waste i.e. against the supply 
of three Kgs. of Charka Silk Waste to Spun Silk 
Mills/100 per cent Export Oriented Silk Processing 
Units in the country, the supplier will be entitled 
to export one Kg. of mulberry charka silk waste. 

(iii) 1:4 in respect of processed silk waste i.e, against the 

supply of four Kgs. of raw silk Waste to the spun 
silk raiBs/lOO per cent Export Oriented silk Pjoccs- 
sing Units, the supplier will be entitled to export 
1 Kg. of processed silk waste. 

(iv) The exporters of silk waste should obtain the certi¬ 

ficate from the spun sDk mills/100 per cent Export 
Oriented silk Processing Units within one month of 
the date of supply and utilise their quota within one 
year of their earning the same under the linking 
system i.e. within one year and one month from 
the date of supply or within one year from the date 
of issue of certificate by the spun sUk mills/100 
per cent Export Oriented Silk Procesing Units. 

(v) Export to be allowed from all ports, 

3. Export of Noils and Noil Dropping will be allowed ‘On 
meirts’ only to spun silk mills Vp-hich produce noils in their 
own units or to their authorised agents, 

4. Applications alongwith relevant documents may be sub¬ 
mitted to the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports (Export-T Section), New Delhi for necessary con¬ 
sideration.
